This was the text of three telegrams 
sent yesterday by The Daily to 
President Truman, Prime Minister 
St. Laurent, and Representative 
Vincent Sheean. In another tele- 
gram, Premier Duplessis was asked 
to submit an opinion on the desir- 
ability of an incorporation of the 
U.S. Into Quebec. 

Several, other men of local pro- 
minence were also Interviewed on 
the subject of the debate. Among 
these was Mr. Marceau, associate 
of Pax 'Vice Probe" Plante, who 
said, "I. think the Kefauver Com 
mittee will help vice in Montreal, 
which Is still very rampant." 

Mr. Katenburg of the U.S. Consul 
was also contacted. "You have a 
good chance to outdo Mr. Sheean," 
he said. Asked his opinion on the 
advantages of having the Kefauver 
Committee In Canada he replied, 
"Vice is up to the citizens them- 
selves."

Burglary Rampant 
At Toronto Varsity 

It the seems that Old McGill Is 
not the only university suffering 
from petty robbery. With the arrest 
and subsequent sentencing of three 
men recently, City police and Uni- 
versity police both expressed the 
hope that a wave of coat thefts from 
University of Toronto buildings 
would diminish. 

A morality officer spent days 
casually loitering about Hart House, 
planting station wagon coats and 
watching for the thief. Mingled 
with. the undergrads, the youthful 
plainclothes detective blended well 
with the environment. His days of 
patient watching were rewarded 
with the arrest of a man who later 
pleaded guilty to thirty coat theft 
charges. 

Pawn shops and second hand 
stores across the city have yielded 
gabardine, winter and station 
wagon coats, which detectives have 
gathered in a basement room store 
room at police headquarters. 

The University police chief said 
that two 25-year-old youths had 
been sentenced to twelve and eight 
ecn month prison terms upon con- 
viction of coat thefts from campus 
buildings and neighbouring restau- 
rants. City police found coats in 
their room when arrested.

He divided con 
Ulcts into ten groups: Class, 
Regional Diffcrchccs, Racial DU 
fcrences and Sox; Consumer • vs 
Producer, Management vs. stock 
holder, Farmer vs. Industrialist, 
Importer vs. Producer, Creditor vs. 
Borrower conflicts, and ■ conflicts 
between Monopolistic and Com- 
petitive Interests. 

The region of Central Canada, 
Ontario and Quebec, dominates 
Western Canada. Western Cana 
dians feel they do not have suffi 
clent voice In our Economic, Cut 
tural or Political life.' Industriali- 
zation has caused slow decay In 
the Maritimes, causing widespread 
migration west.

"Humanities from the scientist's 
point of view" was the topic dis- 
cussed at the first members' 
meetlnr of the. newly - formed 
-Montreal Branch, of the Canadian 
Humanities Association, held in 
the Arts Building Council room 
rerently. Papers were presented 
by Professor Oswald Hall, Chair- 
man of the Department or Sociol- 
ogy, and Professor Maxwell Dun- 
bar of the Zoology Department. 
Professor Arthur Phelps, presid- 
ing over the meeting, introduced 
the speakers of the evening. Due 
to illness Professor Hall was un- 
able to be there, and his paper was 
read by Professor Wesley of Social- 



ogy. Both papers endeavoured to 
present the scientific approach to 
the humanities. After the speakers 
finished, an informal discussion of 
the topic was led by Dr. Mary 
Winspcar. 

The sociologists contend, for in- 
stance, they alone can describe the 
man in society with unbiased ac 
curacy while the artist, the writer, 
the historian distort reality through 
the choice they make of the facts 
and their own Interpretation of 
tlu-m. 

The Montreal Branch of the Hu- 
manities Association (English Sec- 
tion) was founded n few months 
ago, and has held one open public 
meeting during the last term. At 
that time Professor Files, English 
Department, Professor C W. 



Thompson, and Dean David Thom- 
son of the Faculty of Graduate 
Studies and Research' led a discus- 
sion titled, "the Humanities— what, 
why and whither?" This was an 
attempt to present the problem and 
assess the Importance of the hu- 
inanities in the scientific world of 
todny. The recent meptlng was the 
first to which only members of the 
Association were invited- 

"We hope to have one or two 
more meetings before the end of the 
term." Miss Norah Lenoir of the 
Department of Romance kanguag- 
es, and Secretary of the Association, 
told the Daily last night. "One of 
them will likely be an open meet- 
ing in Moyse Hall. A tentative plan 
is to invite a writer to speak and 
to dkcuss the humanities from the 



point of view of a creative artist — 
the painter, writer or poet." 

The Humanities Association is 
composed of .Montrealers and its 
committee includes representatives 
of the important English-speaking 
educational Institutions in the city 
and other groups. Its aim Is to bring 
the main cultural groups of Mont- 
real to foster the greatest Interest 
in the Humanities. "A long-term 
project would be to raise the stand- 
ards of humanities subjects in the 
schools," Miss Lenoir stated.

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Editorial on an Editorial 



"Forge, 1952» Is now on the campus and a few 
words of comment on Its Editorial are in order. 

To quote from the Editorial itself. "Undergrad- 
uate magaiines have one supreme advantage— they 
are not compelled to keep the quality of their con- 
ta down to a level that will attract a great mass 
Of readers. . . .." This comment can only be accept- 
ed with reservations. If It be meant that only poor 
writing appeals to the great mass of readers, 
then we serlouily question the statement and cite 
_a* an example certain of the novels of Heming- 
way. If on the other hand the word 'originality' 
be aubstituted for the word 'quality,' then the, 
remark has a .certain force. 

But even here a distinction should be made. 
Student editors have a tendency to confuse 'ex- 
perimental' with 'original.' Miss Vos partially con- 
alder* this point herself when she says, ". . . we 
try to avoid ... the sort of writing which because 
of an Inventive quality causes the reader to forget. 
, . . . that the writing itself is technically incom- 
petent." This is good but something else, even more 
.Important should also be remembered. A contrib- 
ution may be competently written and exhibit the 
•inventive quality' and still not be original. |An ex- 
ample of this type of writing is the article 'Thurs- 
[ day Evening-' This short story is imaginative and 
the 'inventive quality* of the author is shown 



through his choice and arrangement of Incidents 
but it is not original and for that reason leaves 
us cold. It Is not original because there Is no 
real novelty in the story, no flash of insight by 
the author which quickens our imagination. The 
story Is 'experimental' but that Is not a redeeming 
feature in itself. 

This is a criticism which may be directed against 
most student writing. Most young writers (In con- 
trast to the hack artists of pulp magazines) make 
an honest- attempt to say something new. This of 
course Is very difficult and very often the ten- 
dency is to take an escape route via the medium 
of portraying unusual psychological quirks of hu- 
man nature and twilight situations True original- 
ity consists In the discovery of the unusual in the 
commonplace. < 

"Forge" nevertheless is an institution which must 
be preserved as it is the main organ of student 
literary expression on the campus and we ask that 
the student body take the trouble to criticize 
It themselves. In recent years It was published too 
late for any criticism on it to be published in The 
Dally. This year there is plenty of time and we 
feel that this criticism soon to appear is an integ- 
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Annexation: No Joke 





In the past few weeks there has been consider- 
able controversy over the proposal of an American 
Congrewman that Canada be bought from Britain.

With the mistakes of the past for expe- 
rience, the new Canada would embark afresh, this 
time charting a clear course through the troubled 
waters of the world. 

American culture has been accused of being 



non-existent and often of being unworthy of exist- 
• ence. This would be a wonderful opportunity of 
'forgetting so-called' American culture and adopt 
the flourishing Massey Commission culture. Even 
financially, this should be attractive to the Amer- 
icans, now that the Canadian dollar is worth more 
than the American. 

The list of advantages for annexation of the 
Slates are endless. Of course, there will be many 
inconveniences for Canadians. One of the major 
ones, as someone has pointed out will be the lan- 
guage barrier between English (a* she 1* spoken 
here) and the English language as it is disguised in 
such places as Brooklyn and Texas. 

Probably the greatest difficulty of all, will be 
in convincing the Americans that we are willing 
to accept them as fellow citizens apd make all the 
sacrifices necessary for annexation. A start could 
be made In this direction, by yassing a bill making 
all American students in Canada citizens Imme- 
diately, without subjecting them to waiting period 
or examinations. 

The United States are falling to pieces, we must 
save lhem while there is time.

Papen* Rommel took part In numerous murderous 
raids against liberals, Communists, Socialists, 
Catholics and Jews In the early 1930'*. 

The Desert Fox not only glamorizes Rommel 
but the ttntlre German Staff. Von Rundstedt It 
shown as a charming, cultured, witty, but disil- 
lusioned general. This is the same Von Rundstedl 
who is responsible for the death of thousands of 
American boys In the Battle of the Bulge in 1944 
and who bore chief responsibility for the massacrr 
of 115 helpless American war prisoners by Nazi 
troops In the same battle. Von Rundstedt was 
never brought to trial for this atrocity but was 
, freed and is now cast as a hero in Desert Fox 

Canadians must wonder about the haste to film 
the story of leading members of the Hitler gang 
before turning out a film In honor of the true 
heroes and defenders of democracy, the martyrs of 
the Warsaw Ghetto, the Allied officers Who helped 
smash the German army, or the generals who help- 
ed save humanity at Stalingrad while RommeJ rfhr) 
Von Rundstedt were trying to destroy our country. 

They need not wonder long. The Rommel film 
is vital In creating the atmosphère for German 
rearmament and the building of a new Nazi army. 
The resurrection of Rommel and Von Rundstedt as 
heroes, the glamorizallon of the German General 
Staff is a calculated war measure. 

The indictment of the German General Staff at 
Nuremberg Mid: "They (the officers of the Ger- 
man General Staff and the High Command) have 
bttn responsible in large ineuutc for the miseries 



and sufferings that have fallen on millions of men, 
women and children. They have been a disgrace to 
the honorable profe/sion of arm* ... the truth is 
they actively participated In all these cri.nes, or sat 
silent and acquiesced, witnessing the commission 
of crimes on a scale larger and more shocking than 
the world has ever had the misfortune to know. . ."

One of the 
most degrading and immoral films Hollywood hu

Is this the kind of culture that is demanded 
by the witch-hunting Un-American Committee? 
The film 1* a falsification of history and a white- 
wash of Nazism. It humiliates the memory of thou- 
sands 'of casualties of World War II and is an insult 
to the British armies who defeated Rommel.

for the Neurological Institute haa 
started. 

This wing will be named after 
J. W. McDonnell, a Governor of 
Mr nil I .University since 1927, and 
will be owned by McGill. 

"It will lake about 18 months 
to finish the wing which consists 
of a basement, seven floors, wl£i 
provision marie for an additional 
floor," said Dr. Eliot, the. Neuro- 
logical Institute representative to 
ihe McGill Buildings and Grounds 
Committer. 

High Cost 
.The cost of the addition which 
will double the floor space is an 
estimated 52,300,000. The Provin- 
cial Government Is aiding In 'the 
cost of the. wing by Increasing 
its annual grant for the support 
of .the hospital from 120,000 to 
S90.000. The City of Montreal has 
also granted .SM.000 for the same 
purpose. The rest of the cost Is 
made of donatlonsjo the hospital. 
EMERGENCY , WARD 
A disaster casually ward which 
.would become available If Mont- 
real were subjected to atomic 
bombing has been Included In the 
re-organlzatlon and expansion 
plans.. 

This emergency ward, the first 
of Its kind in a civilian hospital In 
Canada, has' been made possible by 
the planning of the basement in 
the new wing. 

The basement will also be used 
in peacetime for a variety of pur- 
poses. It is planned In such a way 
that' it can be used for the decon- 
tamination of diseases involving 
bacteria, gas or atomic isotopes. It 
will also have facilities for resusci- 
tation, anaesthesia, operating rooms, 
X-ray rooms and wards. 

SEPARATE SY8TEMS 
The basemcn\ Is designed so that 
It can be set up as a self-contained 
area in case of damage to the up- 



per floors. The services, such as 
water, steam, vacuum and heating 
arc on separate systems. 

In the new wing, the new public 
and semi public wards will have 
ten beds in each. Nurses stations 
will provide visual observation of 
all patients. There will also be a 
new operating room with a spec- 
tator gallery for students. 

Additional lecture and conference 
rooms have been designed for the 
new wing, as well as X-ray depart 
mcnts, laboratories, a larger num- 
ber of .staff rooms, 'sterilizing, 
dressing and treatment rooms and 
bathrooms and storage rooms.

The research Will 
be done In a variety of related sub- 
jects designed with the purpose of 
forwarding the progress of. neuro- 
logy, neurosurgery as well as pro- 
viding a basic knowledge which 
may prove helpful In other medical 
sciences and rose.

Professor Lermer believes the 
conflict between monopolistic and 
competitive Interests to be an ex- 
tremely serious problem. "Canada 
shows a stronger trend toward 
monopoly than any other country 
In the western world." This Is due 
to our proximity to the U.S. and 
our consequent need for mass pro- 
duction. 

"Our conflicts are sustained by 
our framework and result in little 
violence," says Professor Lermer, 
but he warns that they will not 
decline.

He 
notes, that it is no use simply to 
destroy monopolies and other 
evils, but that the conditions caus- 
ing them must be destroyed.
